Summary of reasons for decision: 

The image on the file is an explicit cartoon drawing of semi-naked female and male figures. The 
scenario has been considered under s3(2)(a) and s3(3)(b). However, the image has insufficient 
information to allow the conclusion that the female figure portrayed is a child or young person or 
that the image depicts sexual coercion or violence. Therefore, it cannot fairly be said that the 
image file promotes or supports, or tends to promote or support, the exploitation of children or 
young persons for sexual purposes, or the use of violence or coercion to compel a person to 
participate in, or submit to, sexual conduct. 

In these circumstances a ban would not be reasonable. However, a restriction of the availability 
of the image file to adult viewers is required. The image file contains an explicit sexual image that 
is intended for sexual titillation and arousal. There is a likelihood of injury to the public good if 
the publication is available to children and young persons, who do not have the experience or 
maturity to deal with explicit sexual fantasies intended for adults. 

The classification of the publication limits the freedom of expression as set out in the New 






Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, given the factors outlined, the decision is reasonable, 
justified and the minimum required to avoid injury to the public good.
